School district override levy fails 


TWIN FALLS - The tenn "triple dip- 
ping" was on some people’s minds when 
they voted down llie school district's 
S840.000 supplemental levy. 

In light turnout, 1.135 people - 56 per- 
cent - voted against the levy on Tuesday. 
Just 902 people - 44 percent - voted for it. 

A simple majority was needed for it to 
pass. 

State Rep. Ron Black. R-Twin Falls, and 
other local legislators argued before the 
election that district teachers would essen- 
tially get three raises if the levy passed: au- 
tomatic experience- and education-based 


raises, ihereused retirement benefits pro^'id- 
ed by the 1993 Legislature, and 3 pcrcent 
raises tied in with the levy. 

"The idea of triple dipping is apparent," 
.said Bob Oslund, 66, 1150 Addi.son Avc. 
E., who voted against the levy. 

Oslund said if teachers are being under- 
paid the Legislature sliould deal with it. 

"I think it needs to be resolved at a high- 
erlevel,” Oslund said. 

Superintendent Terrell Donichi agreed 
that stale legislators had a negative impact 
on the levy. He said a Timcs-Ncws article 


that focused "loo heavily" on salary in- 
creases, however, was the biggest factor. 

"Wc asked them to give u9 a decision, 
and we told them what the options arc," 
board Chairman Steve Tolmpn said aRcr 
the vote tally. 

The levy failed in four of six voter 
precincts, was tied at 100 votes at Bickcl 
Elementary School and passed 266-265 at 
Sawtooth Elementary School. 

Board member. David Sass said budget 
items that could only be funded if the levy 
passed will be cut unless the state gives the 


district one-time funds lin ked to a budget 
surplus, lit thm ease, budget items will be • 
returned to the budget on a priority basis, 
he said. " ' . -v 

However, the district stands to get a 
maximum of S 140,000 in surplus funds and 
the district has S380.000 in budget cuts to 
make, including 560,000 fbr tuxtbooks andi 
S 1 6,000 for school crossing guards.

Ex-merchant 
admits taking 
$14,000 from 
Bon Marche

TWIN FALLS - A fomier owner of one 
of the city’s bc.st-kn 9 wn clothing storc.s has 
admitted embezzling more than SI 4,000 
from The Bon Marche. 

Frederick W. Van Engelen, 65, pleaded 
guilty to gmnd then in 5ih District Court 
and will be sentenced afler u routine bnek- 
~ ground check. 

' Van Engelen took the money to satisfy 
the demands ofn young man who repeated- 
ly threatened him with violence, his attor- 
ney said Tuesday. 

In exchange for his guilty plea, the state 
agreed to recommend Van Engelen be 
placed on probation for two to five years, 
and may ask that lie serve lOda^s in jail or 
30 days of house arrest, said his attorney, 
Laird Stone. 

Titc stale also will ask for the money to 
be paid back, Stone said. 

FifUi District Judge Daniel Mcebl-can ac- 
cept or reject the state's recommendation. 
The maximum penalty for gmnd thefl is 14 
yearn in prison and a 55,000 fine. 

Van Engelen was part-owner of Van's 
Department Store, which anchored the 
Lynwood Shopping Center for many years 
until it closed in July 1984,

Sprawl 
threatens 
all Vermont

WASHINGTON — Thomas Edi- 
son’s New Jersey "invention factory,’’ 
a Civil War baitloficld and the entire 
stale of Vermont are on this year’s list 
of America’s 11 most endangered his- 
toric places. 

Vermont, the first state ever to make 
the National Trust for Historic Preser- 
vation's annual list, is still a place of 
crisp clean air and stunning beauty, the 
group said in a report Tuesday. 

But, it said, the brisk advance of 
subur-ban-bHglii sUopping-maUKr 


shopping malls and more shopping 
malls — could fiarm Vermont’s his- 
toric small towns. 

The trend, nicknamed "Sprawl- 
Mart,” is sapping the life from the 
Green Mountain Stale’s main streets, 
increasing automobile dependence and 
blotting out open spaces, said national 
trust President Richard Moe. 

“Vermont may be one of the most 
significant listings we’ve ever made,” 
Moe said in an interview. “Large-scale 
uncontrolled commercial development 
threatens to drain the economic vitality

lure and character of Vcnnoni. It’s not 
just in Vermont but in all of New Eng- 
land and across the country.” 

• Other sites on the list are threatened 
by deterioration, lock of money, ne- 
glect, mining or gambling, said the 
trust, a non-profit organization that has 
about 250,000 ducs-paying members, 
Congress chartered the group in 1 949. 

For' example, the National Park Ser- 
vice, the administrator of the Thomas 
Edison laboratory in West Orange, 
N.J., doesn’t have enough money to 
adequately maintain the complex or to 
document and preserve the more than 
5 million papers and 390,000 objects 
housed there, the trust said.

TUCSON. Ariz. — Governors from the 
West called Tuesday for an independent re- 
view of the nation’s high-level nuclear 
waste disposal program because of fiscal 
and management problems. ' 

The governors also got a promise from 
Washington that the federal government is 
moving ahead on plans fdrmid-lcvul nucle- 
ar waste storage ricility-in-Ncw Mexico^ — i— 
The governors wrapped up a three-day 
meeting that included officials from Cana^ 
da and Mexico by adopting a series of reso- 
lutions, including backing moderate 
'changes in existing federal mining laws and 
grazing fees! 

One resolution. culls, for an independent 
review of the federal plans to store hi^h- 
level nuclcur waste at Yucca Mountain; 
Ncv. ' 

The Energy Depunmeni estimates it will 
cost $6.3 billion to dcicrminc the suitability 
of the site near Las Vegas for long-term 
waste storage. But the governors' resolu^ 
tion said the General Accounting Officore-' 
ccnily determined that studying the site will 
iqke up to 1 3 years longer than planned, at 
much more cost, to decide that. 

Nevada Gov. Bob Miller, new chainnan 
of'the association, said thc*rc.soluiion was 
“designed to recognize the fact that this has 
been a political process and not scientific in 
its nature." 

He said the GAO called for an indepen- 
dent review earlier this month, and Energy 
Secretary Hazel O'Leary has told him she 
has agreed to a financial analysis. ' 

The resolution, which se^ks an indepen- 
dent review of disputed scientific elements, 
also notes that researchers found alternative 
methods of nuclear waste management that 
would be cheaper. 

The governors also heard from a Clinton 
administration ofTtcioI on a proposal for a 
facility to store mid-level riuclear waste 
near Carlsbad, N.M. That facility is intend- 
ed to store a|I of America's intermediate- 
level radioactive wastes, for example pluto- 
nium contaminants, for the next 70 years., 
Idaho Gov. Cecil Andrus, complained 
the project has moved "at glacial speed. It 
just seems wc never get there."

Former first lady Pat Nixon dies at 81

WASHINGTON — For 


53 years, she was the loyal 
and uncomplaining partner 
in Richard Nixon's triumphs 
and tribulations. 

And for nearly two 
decades, as Nixon himself 
noted, “.she would have to 
share my exile." 

Pat Nixon died of lung 
cancer at the couple’s New 
Jersey home Tuesday. Hci 
husband and daughters were 
at her side. 

The 8 1 -year-old former 


aide. "The girls were there 
and they looked at anniver- 
sary cards and beautiful 


strokes and numerous lung 
infections since Nixon’s Res- 
ignation from the White 
Hou^c.in 1974 but.shc 
bounced back each time. A 
heavy smoker at ont time, 
she was diagnosed earlier 
this year as having lung can- 


Mrs. Nixon later lapsed 
into a coma and died about 
3:45 a.m. MDT. 

President Clinton tele- 
phoned Nixon to express his 
sympathy and calls and tele- 
grams flooded the Nixon of- 
fice in WoodclifT Lake, N.J. 
They came from such di- 
verse people as Ted 
Williams, the baseball Hall 
of Famcr and a Nixon friend; 
Pat Buchanan, the conserva- 
tive columnist: Ro ger 


Flcr death came a day afler 
the Nixons observed their 
wedding anniversary at their 
four-story townhouse in Park 
Ridge, N.J. 

“Mrs. Nixon was awake 
yesterday and knew it was 
their anniversary,” said 
Kathy O'Connor, Nixon’s 


Williams, the pianist; Mike 
Gminsky, a professional bas- 
ketball player for the Char- 
lotte Hornets; and prominent 
Democrat' Pamela'Harriman, 
now ambassador to France. 

*Tm very sod," Clinton 
told rep.ortcrs; “Thcy had a 
very long’ and very close 
marriage. This must be a 
very difficult ti'me for'him. 
The American people appre- 
ciate the digni^ with which 
she served as first lady."

W.ySHINCiTON (A!*) — Presi- 
dent Clinton led an attgressive lob- 
bying drive for his economic plan 
Tuesday as it was whipsawed by 
Republican criticism over its ta.K in- 
creases and liberal coniplaiiiis -.iIkiui 
its .spending cuts. 

Clinton said his program, inicm]- 
.ed to.icduce tlie.budgel dclkil_by_ 
about $500 billion, makes "the 
tough choices that have Iteeii avoid- 
ed and evaded for too long here.” 

The Senate is expected to begin 
debating the bill Wednesday. On a 
patty-line 12-9 vote. Senate .Budget 
Committee Democrats sent the mea- 
sure to the floor, where it is expect- 
ed to be appro\ ed by week's end. 

l^cpubiicaiis said the bill was 
overburdened with anti-business 
taxes. 'This will cost jobs, not create 
them," said Sen. Pete Domenici'of 
New Mexico, ranking Republican 
on the Budget Committee.

"This doesn't indicate that that 
c:uiscd the stroke but it .sure didn't 
belp." 

I he former first lady made a 
painful recovery through. exercise 
and pliysieal therapy. But. that first 
stroke — tliere was another, milder 
one. in 198.3 — began a series of ill- 
nesses. mostly lung-related. 

Pat Nixon was born Tlielma 
Callierinc Kyaii on Marcli 16. 1912. 
in Hly. Ncv., a small mining town. 
Her father nicknamed her ."Pal" be- 
cause site w;us born the day before 
St, Patrick's Day. 

She met Iier husband in 1938 
when both \Vere trying out for a part 
in a play called “The Dark Tower." 
Nixon stiid that she was "a beautiful 
and vivacious young woman wilii 
titian hair," and that "for me. it was 
a case of love .ni first sight," 


'During that lime. Van [ingclen 
vas lauded. miinerous limes for his 


work at The Bon. -including being 
named his department'.s "Sales 
Adtiever" and the store's "employ- 
ee of the iiuartcr" in 1 992. 

Van fingelen had lliitmeial diffi- 
culties, filing for bankruptcy and 
trying to ntake ends meet on SI. 200 
per month before taxes, according to 
court records. 

Mis relatiun.ship with a young 
man who has a bad temper drained 
his finaiieiai resources and forced 
Van Fttgclcn to steal, said his attor- 
ney. 

Van Ifngelen befriended the teen- 
ager and helped .support him finan- 
eially. Stone said. But the young: 
man often threatened him with 
physical violence and destroyed' 
Van Ungelen's property. Stone said. 

The tlircais did not i|uitc reach the 
level of extortion or blackmail, he 
said. 

"It was not enough for a succe.ss- 
fill defense before a jury," Stone 
said. 

Van Fngcicn could not be rtmehed 
for comment Tuesday. 

A man wiio said he was the store 
manager at The Bon Marche said 
Tuesday Van Fngelen had retired.

Tobacco companies claim 
EPA misused scientific data 


GREENSBORO. N.C. (AP) — 

LTlie tobacco industry sued the En- 
vironmental Protection Agency 
Tuesday, challenging the scientific 
evidence the agency used in con- 
cluding that secondhand smoko 
causes 3,000 cases of lung cancer 
in nonsmokers each year. 

The civil lawsuit filed in U.S. 

. District Court contends that the 
EPA misused scientific data in a 
report in January that formally 
classified se^iidiiand smoke as a 
cause of cancer. The report also 
said secondhand smoke increases 
the risk of pneumonia and bronchi- 
tis in children. 

"This is a little bit worse than 
bad science.’’ said Daniel Don- 
ahue, vice president and lawyer for 
R.J.. Reynolds-Tobaceo Co. of 
Winston-Salem, one of the plain- 
tiffs, "Thcrc’fl-much-moreT^olities 
to it than there is science." 

The law.suil wants the court to 
throw out the findings. It recaps 
arguments that were made repeat- 
edly by the industry and its con- 
gressional allies as the report was 
being prepared. 

To assure the accuracy of its re- 
port. the EPA submitted the final 
drufi to an outside panel of scien- 
tific experts, some of whom had eism. and the final report was ap-

WASHINGTON -- President Clinton's health care task force did not 
have to hold meetings in public just because it was chaired by his wife, 
a federal appellate court ruled Tuesday. 

But the panel of three judges also provided a, possible road map to 
groups trying to penetrate the secrecy of a 500 plus-member "working 
group" that pul together health care alternatives for consideration by the 
task force and the president. 

While the task force itself is not subject to open meetings require- 
ments of the Federal Advisory Committee Act (FACA) simply because 
it was chaired by Hillary Rodham Clinion. the working group may be. 
according to the unanimous panel of the U.S. Court of Appeals for the 
District of Columbia.

What eyes over Mogadishu see 


MOGADISHU. Somalia (AP) — 
As U.N. forces assaulted the head- 
quarters of Mohamed Farrah Aidid, 
Daniel Doisori steered his Cobra at- 
tack helicopter through a storm of 
sniper fire before getting the go- 
ahead to blast enemy targets with 
precise TOW missiles. 

The first missile misfired. So did 
two more, whirling out of control 
over the brawling city June 17 as the 
30-year-old Apple Valley, Calif., na-

feet above. 

Dotson, an Army chief warrant of- 
ficer, returned to base thinking his 
day was done. Three misfires was 
more than any pilot should have to 
live with in a single day. 

But minutes later he wa.s ordered 
buck into the uir to assist ground 
troops under counterattack from Ai- 
did's forces. 

The Army’s Cobras haven't been 
used in inner-city combat since the 
Vietnam War. 

U.N. spokesmen said 1 1 TOWs 
were fired during the as.sault on Ai- 
dill's compound, including Dotson's 
three misfires. All remaining TOWs 
in the U.S. Army’s arsenal in^ Mo- 
gadishu were replaced with newer 
models and an investigation was 
launched into the mishaps. 

The Cobra scats two, a pilot and' a 
gunner. Dotson sometimes flics the 
Cobra from the back, but that da>' he 
was up front in the gunner's position. 
Imagine being strapped into a Volk- 
swagen Beetle with a helmet on your 
head and your torso wrapped in a 2- 


inch-thick vest of ceramic and steel. 

He aimed his TOWs through a 
viewfinder at about chest level, ac- 
cessible only by bending his 
cramped body forward and keeping 
his head still enough to peer through 
an eyepiece the size of a quarter. 

Complicating his tusk was a ca- 
cophony of gunfire and explosion.s. 
a roller-coaster ride of dips and cir- 
cles, and the strc.ss of knowing that 
dozens of lives depended on his 
ability to keep tiny c ross-hoirs fo- 
cused on a target wTtile a missile 
screamed toward it. 

“It's horrible. Tlie worst ihoughis 
go through your mind,’’ said Ciiief. 
Warrant Officer Tom Somers. 32, of 
Kerhonkson, N.Y. On June 14. 
Somers fired a TOW missile Ihul 
went astray and landed in a city 
street, injuring several civilians. 

Dotson said he wasn't told where 
his dud TOWs landed. 

One apparently flew into the com- 
pound of a French humanilnrinn 
agenc)', killing a Somali employee 
and ir\juring seven others.

and Blackhawks that slice the air 


like giant bugs in dizzying loops and 
spins designed to tliwart ground fire. 

Perhaps the toughest jobs belong 
to those in the Scouts and Deltas, 
unarmed delicate-looking machines 
used as low-flying lures. Tlic Cobras 
move in for the kill. 

The method is necessary in Mo- 
gadishu, where congestion and the 
urban landscape make it virtually 
impossible to use the Blackhawks’ 
deadly bui imprecise M60 heavy 
machine guns. 

— WIieh'U.'NTTorcrermovcd-agniTrer 
Aidid on June 17. the Blackhawks 
■were first in the air. Within minutes. 
Lt. Col. Russ Forshag. the task force 
commander, requested permission to 
use Cobras to lessen the chance of 
civilian deaths, -> 

Even then, the Cobras ofien had to 
pass over targets several timc.s be- 
fore getting close enough to identify 
an enemy and get a clear shot. 

, “The Somalis are very good spec- 
tators," said Forshag. "Even those 
not involved in battle are up close 
watching what's going on." 

Pilots like Somers, Dotson, and 
the task force's senior pilot. Chief. 
Warrant Officer Edward G. Morris 
of Camden. Wyoming, undergo 
nearly a year of specialized training 
before qualifying to lly attack heli- 
copters. They must hove perfect vi-' 
sion without corrective lenses and be 
able to clearly distinguish all colons.

Bear was found dead in snow behind a Fort Hall home the morning of 
Jan. 17.-Authorities said he probably froze to death a few hours before _ 
he was found beaten around the head and torso.

Environmental study rejects 
Star Falls hydro project

' MURTAUGH - A federal study rejects a hydroelectric project 
proposed at historic Star Falls. 

"Wc recommend license denial," Federal Energy Regulatory 
Commission siaff said in an environmental assessment of the 
project. 

FERC regulates private power projects. 

Local opponents of the project arc pleased with the decision 
and pleased that the commission staff used information residents 
' supplied, said Sharon Gebauer of Murtaugh, 

Developer Bisli Beymcr of B&C Energy jn Twin Falls said 
Tuesday, that he had not yet looked at FERC's assessment. 

Beymcr has proposed building a 25.5-mcgawatt hydro project, 
including a 20-foot higli and 400-foot long dam across the river, 
just above Star Falls. He’s been working on the project nearly a 
decade. • .• . 

Even with the developer’s efforts to reduce the visual and envi- 
ronmental cfTccts of the project, and even if he followed FERC’s 
recommendations, that couldn’t compensate for the lost cultural, 
historic and aesthetic qualities of the site, the assessment said.

its historic sigruficance,” the assessment said, 

It is the only major undeveloped waterfall on the Middle Snake 
River. 


The as- 
sessment doesn’t leave a lot of options for development of the 
site, she said. 

But questionnaires passed to people at the site show that most 
people who live in the area or who visit favor preservation of the 
area, Gebauer said.

The site, 18 miles southeast of Twin Falls, is seven miles 
downstream of Milner Dam. It was here in the early 1800s that 
the Hunt party of explorers lost a canoe and one of their group to 
the maelstrom they dubbed Caldron Linn. 

Beymcr originally submitted an application for a project at the 
site to FERC in 1 984. He filed an amended application four years 
later. ' , 

A 1990 FERC environmental impact statement recommended 
against the Star Falls project in part because of unavoidable ad- 
verse cfTccts on historical values and wetlands in the area. 

Beymcr withdrew his application, reworked the proposal and 
has resubmitted the application. 

The Idaho Water Resources Board has ruled against the pro- 
ject. The state Division of Environmental Quality has denied a 
water-quality pemtit for the project. The Bureau of Land Man- 
agement is studying the potential of the river at Star Falls for

The blaze 15 miles southwest of Safford has burned 
more than WX) acres but was 55 percent contained by late 
Tuesday. Coronado National Forest spokesman Gary Cor- 
nell said. 

Containment still was not expected until Tlitirsday.

Suspicions of child^buse can harm innoeentT)arents 


DEAR ABBY: This is in rcyiird lo 
"Colorado [v/IoiIilt." who kept her 
child home from scliool hccabsc of a 
black eye and bruised cheek sus- 
tained from a fall against a coffee 
table, which could have looked sus- 
picious to a day-care operator. I 
would have kept my child home, 
too. because this is what happened 
to me;

Schoolteachers are instructed to. 
report a child’s "black eye" or 
bruise on the chance that the child 
has 4)ccn physically abused at 
home.. Yes, children have been, 
pulled out of class and interrogated, 
and even strip-searclied (for more 
bruises) - .1 terrifying e.'cpcrience 
for any child. Children have been 
placed in foster homes temporarily 
while social workers try to get lo 
the bottom of suspected child 
abuse. False allegations traumatize 


thousands of children every year. 
The National Coalition for Ciiild 


Protective Refonn wa.s organized af- 
ter u conntrence at Harvard Law 
School in an alleinpl to change this 
.system. We believe that the laws al- 
lowing nearly unlimited coercive in- 
tervention into familic.s need to be

Going Dutch pays off for Thompson 


Biuounoed’iin the-,;'.

TWIN Falls Jan Thompson won 
first place for main entree in the Dutch 
oven cookoff, sponsored by West One 
Bank during Western Day.s. 

This was the first time Thompson en- 
tered a Dutch oven contest, and .she says 
it's only been in the last year or so that 
she has seriously practiced this kind of 
cooking. She has cooked over campfires' 
all her life, though, so using a Dutch oven 
came easy for her. 

Now, whenever Thompson and her hus- 
band, Bob, head out in their camp trailer 
they take along the Dutch ovens. 

"We do most of our cooking outside," 
she says. "That's the fun part of camp- 
ing." 

Thompson is the proud owner of six 
Dutch ovens, includinii one that bcipnccd. 


to her grandmother. She says the qld one 
is wonderful, because it has become so 
well seasoned over the years. 

To preserve the seasoning of her ovens, 
Thompson avoids abrasive cleaners, uses 
a mild detergent and rinses well. She 
wipes the ovens with a hard vegetable 
shortening. 

Her advice to anyone who is consider- 
ing the purchase of a Dutch oven is to 
make sure the lid fits properly. Just one 
oven is all you need. 

"But die nice thing about having more 
than one kettle is you can use them for the 


Thompson's Dutch ovens hove legs, 
and she stacks one -on top' of the other to 
conserve coals. To determine how many 
coals to use, lake the diameter of the pot 
and add three to that for the amount to put 
on the lid. Subtract three for the bottom. 
So if you have a 12-inch Dutch oven, you 
will use 15 coals on top and nine below. 

But that is a very general guideline. It 
can be.chnngcd to suit a particular recipe. 
Or, if a wind comes up and the charcoal 
bums fast, more should be lidded. 

“It’s experience that really counts in the 
long run, I think, when it comes to a fire.” 
Thompson says. 

Here is tile recipe for Thompson’s prize 
winning main dish. It's called... 

PORK CHOP STEW, CAJUN STYLE 

Serves 4 




Meat up a 12-inch Dutch oven, using 24 
coals on top and none on the bottom, 
Brown 4 (1 inch thick) pork chops in: 

2 tablespoons olive oil 
Season with: 

l.tablcspoon Cajun seasoning 
2 tablespoons sweet basil 
1 teaspoon sage 

1 teaspoon .savory salt 
Fresh cracked pepper, to taste 
Mix together: 

2 cans golden mushroom soup

To control simmer, ^ 
remove or add more coals as needed, 
preferably on top, so you will not bum 
chops. Check and stir about every 1 5 min- 
utes to test for doncncss.

8-12 minutes (you want to feel oven is 
about 400 degrees) until golden brown.

Wimbledon spirit spreads

Listen. Clink, clink. Tinkle, tinkle. 
It’s the summery sound of iee 
cubes, sugar anil lemon being stirred 
into one of the 95.5 million glasses 
of iced tea that will be consumed to- 
day in the United Slates. 

Americans love to chill out on tea. 
Next to water, we consume more lea 
_lhan any other beverage - and 80 
percent of it is iced. So with June 
designated as National Iced Tea 
Month and an ever-expanding array 
of ready-to-drink brews on the mar- 
ket, now’s the time to cool off with 
tea. 

Instant iced leas are the fastest- 
growing of the tea products, repre- 
senting 7 percent of all lea sales in 
the United States. 

But millions of Americans are 
opting to brew their own. too, as evU 
denced by the popularity of iced tea 
pots. The biggcst-sclling unit is 
made by (believe it!) Mr. Coffee, 
which has sold more than 6 million 
of its automatic iced ten makers in 
the last four years. 

Iced tea is steeped in . qualities that 
moke it appealing on a contempo- 
rary level, as well: il’.s calorie-free, 
uncarbonaied, and has no sodium, 
fat or sugar. It also ranks lower on 
the jolt-o-melcr than coffee, contain- 
ing, between one-thfrd and one-half 
the cafTeine in a cup of java. 

Finally, it’s hard to beat the price: 
Brewed iced tea costs just three 
cents per serving (not including sug- 
ar or lemon). . 

Brew it yourself.'- Sure, why not? 
Even without an automatic iced lea 
pot, it's one of the easiest thirst 
^quenchers to make. Here’s how: 
Bring a quart of cold water to a full, 
rolling boil. Immediately pour it

And it points up 
the fact tliai many people - in fact, I'd 
venture to say most people - have al- 
ready taken charge of their dietary des- 
tiny and tire mil wjiiiiiig for the govem- 
meni crackdown on menu claims to 
help them. 

Michigan nutritiuiiist Gail Posner 
fimily believes that wheji we're con- 
fronted by health claims on menus, we 
can cut ilirougli the fog by keeping 
these lips'in mind: 

• Ask how the dish is prepared. Is it 
pdssible'lo'prcparc it with just I tea- 
spiKut of fat, using a monostiiurjicd oil 
such as canola or olive rather than but- 
ter or margarine? 

• Ask wliai else comes willi the en- 
tree. Posner says often a low-calorie 
skinless chicken dish is served with 
potato chips or vegeuibles drenched in 
butter. Make sure llie accompaniments 
:ire also preparei! low-fal-style. For in- 
stance, if pea pods on a dish are .sauteed 


in oil, ask to have them steamed, in- 
stead. 

• Order sauces on the side. There is 
usually more sauce on fish or pasta than 
you need. When you get sauce on the 
sid«, you can dip your fork into it und 
use it sparingly yet still get the tustc. 
This is perhaps Posner's favorite lip. 
"You'd be surprised how little sauee 
you really need,” site says. 

• Ask for healthful recommenda- 
tions. Often foods are available that are 
hot on ilte menu. 

• Accept the fact titat the dish you 
devise might not taste like what's on 
tlie menu. So be sure to tell the wait-., 
person in convincing fashion that 
you know tlie dish is going to ta.ste 
different but that's how you want it.

How does your garden grow? 


Here's a quick rundown on what’s 
happening in the garden:

• Wlrcn the cabbage is mature, 
turn it one-quarter turn and leave it 
sitting in the garden until you are 
ready to use it. That will slow things 
down enough to buy you the time 
you need. 

• Stop^ culling asparagus when the 
spears get weak and skinny. Let 
them make leaves. 

• Lift and divide irises if they 
need it. 

• Prune raspberry canes so that 
you cul out everything that bore fruit 
this year. If you wait until later, the 
task will be much more difficult.

Your most helpful garden tool: Books

WASHINGTON - New garden 
books that appear each spring tend 
to be more work-oriented than those 
that make their seasonal debut be- 
fore Christmas; the fall books arc 
more wish-fulfillment. 

That doesn’t mean this year’s 
spring collection isn't filled with 
ways to plan for the garden of your 
dreams,' Tlierc arc book.*: on garden^ 
design, on theme gardens and on 
planning a garden, as well as how- 
tos on achieving glamorous yet prac- 
tical gardens. 

Planning 

’’Easy” is the i<cy word to plan- 
ning this year, with dozens of books 
competing for the "new gardener" 
audience, which is good news to all 
gardeners. Any literature that makes 
gardening more accessible benefits 
gardeners and landscape alike. 

"Beautiful Easy .Gardens" by Lau- 
rence Sombktt (Globe Pequot, 221 
pp„ paperback, S15.95) is one of the 
best. Subtitled "A wcek-by-wcck 
guide to planting, harvesting and en- 
joying lO great gardens," the book is 
.SCI up rather like a volume of 
racipcs, showing the ingredients (the 
plantings), the equipment needed 
(soil type and how to achieve it) and 
the procedure (the wcek-by-wcek 
guide)', Most of the lO garden plans 
involve food gardening, and Sombkc 
has thoughtfully included harvest 
recipes that arc as simple and basic 
as the gardens themselves. The text 
is easy to understand and full of 
ideas. This is about as complete a 
book os any beginner would want. 

"Easy Garden’ Design" by Janet 
Macunovish (Story Communica- 
tions. 162 pp., paperback, S14.95) is 
more technical and requires the gar- 
dener to. take a close look at the site, 
complete questionnaires and draw 
maps and plans. It takes a landscapc- 
arcHitcclurc approach, but breaks it 
down into many steps, rnaking it 
more accessible to the average gar- 
dener than design often is. Tliis is a 
book you'd want to examine and 
follow for a year or so before actual- 
ly implementing ideas from it. 

“Easy-Carc Shade Flowers" by 
Patricia A. Taylor (Fireside, 176 pp.. 
paperback, S14) makes a major con- 
tribution to gardening tactics by em- 
phasizing something that any gar- 
dener instinctively Imows but that 1 
have never seen addressed: There 
arc numerous kinds of shade and 
each one lends itself to different 
plants. This book not only defines 


and specifies the plants appropriate ply enough for a fairly inexperi- 
to difTercnt light settings a.s well as enced gardener to use, expect a 
offering specific designs that can be crash course in genetics as you go 
achieved quickly. through it. 


Growing Food 

If vegetable gardening has taken a 
back seat in popularity to flower 
gardening, the rash of books on the 
subject appearing this spring may 
turn buck the tide. 

“The Marvc.st Garden" by Susan 
McClure (Storey Commuhicaliohs, 
300 pp.. paperback, S17.95) is a 
sprightly and welcome addition to 
the shelf of vegetable-growing litiy- 
uturc. Full of tips, charts, clear line 
drawings and basic information for 
.begirmers and more-expcricnccd 
gardeners, the book's de.sign ah'd 
.style make it very user-friendly. 

"The New Organic Gardener's 
Four-Season HQrvc,sl" by Eliot Cole- 
man (ChcLsea Green, 212 pp„ paper- 
back, S17.9S) promotes techniques 
that are heavily dependent on in- 
stalling gadgetry In the garden and 
may put people off because of the 
expense and work involved, But 
Coleman, a longtime organic gar- 
dener and prolific author, makes a 
strong case for the joys of year- 
round harvesting.’ 

This book and "Erficieni Veg- 
etable Gardening" by Paul Dosher, 
*rimoihy Fisher and Kathleen Kolb 
(Globe Pequot. 208 pp., paperback^ 
SIS. 95), 0 sort of handbook on 
raised-bed gardening, arc for more- 
advanced gardeners whose avoca- 
tion is growing food. 

"Breed Your Own Vegetable Va- 
rieties" by Carol Deppe (Little 
Brown. 302 pp., paperback. S18.95) 
is a good companion to Nancy 
Bubcl's cxcellcnt-"Sced-Starier8 
Handbook,” published in 1988. This 
new guide for the amateur vegetable 
breeder explores a fascinaliqg aspect 
of gardening that gets too little at- 
' tention. Although it is written sim-

Champion lifter readies

BUHL — Tony Yost. o,24-ycar-old 
from Buhl, has spent the last 1 1 years con- 
centrating on lifting weights. In fact, he 
was third in his weight class in junior na- 
tionals last year.

It's lime 
now (6‘kfck back and cnjoymyself for o- 
whitc, Besides," he said witli a laugh, ‘Tm 
tired of broccoli and chicken.’’ 

When he docs return to (he training 
grind, he'll work a couple of hours on 
Mondays and Thursdays on the squot and 
about on hour and a half on bench pressing 
and other conditioning the other days. 

“I would like to squat a 600 in the 
March meet,".

While muscle is always considered the 
major source of strength in powerlifting, 
Yost says tendons arc the key.

Olympic bid 
by Beijing 
hits hur dle _

LAUSANNE. Switzerland — U.S, Sena- 
tor Bill Bradley, a former Olympic gold 
medalist, has joined the growing campaign 
against Beijing's bid to host the 2000 Games 
— drawing a prompt rebuke from a lop IOC 
official, 

The New Jersey Democrat wrote a letter to 
International Olympic Committee president 
Juan Antonio Samaranch expressing "my 
strong opposition to awarding the Games to 
Beijing while its govemment denies funda- 
mental human riglils to its citizens." 

“Holding the Games in China, while its 
government routinely imprisons and tortures 
peaceful political dissidents, would confer 
upon China's leaders a stamp of approval by 
the international community which they 
clearly do not deserve," .said the Idler, dated 
June 21. 

"As a former Olympian, I want to empha- 
size the profound disappointment 1 would 
feel should.thc.IOC decide to award the 
Games to China." wrote Brodlcy. who 
played on the U.S. basketball team whiclt 
won the gold medal at Tokyo in 1964. “I 
urge you to choose onothcr, more appropri- 
ate venue.” 

IOC officials reacted angrily last weekend 
to the resolution, describing it as American 
political interference akin to the U.S.-led 
boycott ofthe 1980 Moscow Olympics.

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Chinese leave home to pursue American dream

FUJIAN PROVINCE, Chinn — In 
a makeshift classroom, 16 students 
and a teacher arc studying an English 
language tape with one aim in mind. 

All of them, including the. instruc- 
tor. plan to emigrate to the United 
Slates. Most likely they’ll do it illegal- 
ly. 

Tlteir motivation is simple- Money. 

"1 want to work in a Chinese restau- 
rant in New York," said Cao Rong 
Pan, 23, whose failter has been work- 
ing illegally in the United States for 
ci^t years. 

Most of the young people here who 
plan to emigrate will try to enter the 
United Slates on ship.s like the ill-fat- 
ed Golden Venture that arrived in 
New York two weeks ago, carrying 
300 illcgal.auncsc.immignuits. 

Coo and others interviewed in this 
SQUihern coastal province are not 
looking for greater political freedom, 
nor arc tltey outraged by China's strict 
birth control policy (the basis in the 
United States for granting refugee sta- 
tus to many illegal immigrants from 
China). 

Tlierc is one main reason that most 
Chinese from prosperous Fujian 
Province enter the United Stales ille- 
gally. That reason, they say, is money, 
despite what their relatives in the 
United States tell American immigra- 
tion authorities. And although the 
young people can find Job.s in China, 
which has one of the fastest growing 
economies in the world, they want to 
'cam a lor of money — and ihcycatr 
do that best in tlic Unhed Stales, they 


llh^ said, but many farmers are poorly 
paid. They also can get Jobs in China 
in stores or factories, thanks to the 
country’s .economic boom and its 
many ncw'businesscs. which have ap- 
peared even in remote rural areas, 
Such Jobs usually pay about 400 yuan. 

• or about $70 per montli — enough in. 
rural China to buy all the food and 
clothes they need, and even such ck- 
casional consumer goods as a televi- 
sion, stereo or refrigerator. But these 
young people are not interested in 
such Jobs, or such wages. 

‘'All 1 think about all day is how to 
make money, 'J said Zhang Yuyuc, 23, 
the scif-oppointed English teacher, 
who cams about 450 yuan per month 
teaching English in his family’s home
